| Miss Anne Macilvaine, for eight 
years a vice president of the Nation- 
al Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage and one of a family for 
many generations Republican, owes 
her conversion to belief in woman 
suffrage and her appearance on the 
pro-league special as a Democratic 
campaigner to her pronounced faith 
/in the League of N&tions. She ex- 
| Plains her new stand on suffrage, 
pearing a remark of President Wil- 
son in which she found herself in 
accord, “‘What the world needs now 
is the influence and the power of 
women to help in the establishment 
of Christianity and humanity 
|} the whole world.” 

The great question for women to 
decide today, she said, is: “Are 
women going to be bigger than the 
party politicians and see that the 
question of Christianity and human- 
ity for the entire world and not 
merely a party issue is at stake?

There is no super-nation. The speci- 
ous notion that England has five) 
votes, maliciously spread about in| 
order to make enemies for the!

The whole British empire, with 400,- 
000,000 population, has only one vote 
in the Executive Council of the 
league. United States, with 100,000,- 
000, hag one vote. Every American 
has four times as much power in the 
council as any Britisher.

Miss Macilvaine’s belief in the 
league was strengthened upon a vis- 
| it to the battle fields, to Italy, 
| France and England, where in all 
'her travels she heard never a word 
'of protest, never a criticism or ques- 
tion as to the righteousness of the; 
league covenant. In England she 
said she encountered profound mys- 
| tification and the oft-repeated ques- 
'tion, “‘We cannot understand how | 
your country could have put before | 
us this high iideal, and now seem to | 
repudiate it.”” She said she was con- 
'stantly called upon to explain that 
it was merely a political controver- 
sy in this country. She further said 
' that from her own observation over 
there the league ts already function- 
ing; that it already has accom- 
plished much in stemming the op- 
ium traffic, the white slave -traffic, 
and has prevented one war, and pos- 
sibly averted another. She had much 
to tell of observations of American 
administration in the West Indies, 
where she also visit.d recently. “I 
was thrilled with the splendid altru- 
istic work being done there against 
extreme difficulties, and was shocked 
upon returning to find the Republic- 
an party back of a campaign of crit- 
icism and slurs at the splendid ma- 
rines.”’ 

Mrs. Lucia A. Mead to Join Party. 

Mrs. Lucia Ames Mead of Boston, 
a lecturer and a writer upon inter- 
national law and social questions, is 
ithe other woman speaker on the 
special. Mrs. Emmons Blaine, who 
deserted the political faith of her 
family, that in which her father-in- 
law, James G.’ Blaine, was so con- 
spicuous, and who contributed $5000 
with her declaration on behalf of 
the League of Nations, will join the 
party tomorrow. 

Though introduced as an authori- 
ty of great learning, Mrs. Mead is 
much given to homely similes and 
illustrations in her conversation. 

‘Must Join No Other League.” 

“It is this league we must join 
and no other,” pronounced Mrs. 
Mead with conviction. “The alter- 
‘native will be, not a finer associa- 
tion, but isolation, preparations for 
war and future wars. Women of 
this country, remember the mothers eta . i 
of France, of Italy and of England need f~. 
‘think just as much of their sons as eee . | Ae 
'\we do of ours. Not one woman, in- 
| dividually or collectively, has been 
heard in all the 45 nations belong- 
|\ing to the league to voice a protest 
|against the league as it now exists. 
Not another nation in the league 
has asked for a reservation. 

“This whole year spent in futile 
frivoling over phraseology on our 
part has been due wholly to politics, 
|& political conspiracy against the 
| President. I never have known a 
i\campaign so rife with caricature of 
| the truth. Let your women readers 
consider and choose between the 
views of Mrs. Harriet Taylor Up- 
ton, who is campaigning for the Re- 
publican ticket, and Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, who is nonpartisan. 
Mrs. Upton is appealing to women 
on the ground that the league means 
war, while Mrs, Catt takes exactly 
the contrary view, that it means the 
future peace’ of the world. 

Functioning for Peace. 

“As a matter of fact, the league 
already is functioning to the end of 
maintaining peace. It has already 
prevented one war and is in the way 
of preventing another. The assem- 
bly will meet at Geneva Nov. 165, 
when the 700 rooms of the Hotel 
National will be filled with mem- 
bers of its staff. 
| “We may thank President Wilson 
for the fact that this meeting occurs 
in Geneva, not In Belgium with its 
ruins and memories of atrocities. The 
little republic of Switzerland with 
its two religions, four languages, dif- 
ferent races, is an example to the 
world of co-operation and good will. 
It provides a psychological atmos- 
‘phere sadly lacking in mournful, 
vindictive Paris. It is a wonderful 
‘thing, the League of Nations idea, 
when you view it against the back- 
| ground of history, this first universal 
provision for the prevention of war 
and the Mmitations of war. Each 
nation is to be its brother’s keeper, 
to consider carefully any spot on 
earth which is breeding trouble. Ev- 
ery nation solemnly pledges itself to 
refer its disputes to one of several 
methods of peaceful adjustment. It 
must wait nine months before it can 
make a move toward war. It is a 
stupendous spectacle: the Imperialis- 
tic, formerly predatory nations who 
entered war at their own sweet will, 
being judge and jury and execution- 
er in their own case, now voluntarily 
limiting themselves and eurtalling 
‘their power insofar as it was unright- 
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kept out of power by those with 
more selfish interests. .

This com- 
parison, which appears in a study of 
the monthly price review of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, illustrates 
the slowness with which lower 
prices reach the consumer, 

In many important commodities, 
the bureau states, a continued down- 
ward trend was noted, the decline 
in the general wholesale price level 
being 8.2 per cent. Cloths and cloth- 
ing dropped 7 per cent, and build- 
ing materials more than 3 per cent, 
while smaller decreases were re- 
corded for metals and miscellaneous 
commodities, the latter group in- 
cludi such items as bran, cotton- 
seed al and fertilizer materials, 
rubber and paper. Fuel and light- 
ing materials, as in the preceding 
month, continued upward with an 
average increase of 6 per cent over 
August prices. Chemicals and 
drugs advanced 2.75 per cent, and 
house furnishings 2.25 per cent. 

Fuels Up 57 Per Cent. 

Meastirred by changes in the bu- 
reau’s index numbers from Septem- 
ber, 1919, to September, 1920, farm 
products decreased 7 per cent and 
cloths and clothing 9 per cent. In 
all other groups there was an in- 
crease this year: In fuels the ad- 
vance was 57 per cent, and in build- 
ing "materials 40 per cent. Consid- 
ered in the aggregate, the wholesale 
prices of all commodities went up 
10 per cent. 

An interesting commentary on the 
rise in retail meat prices during the 
past year is afforded by a state- 
ment issued by the Department of 
Agriculture, based on prices ascer- 
tained by the Bureau of Crop Esti- 
mates. The statement says that 
meat animals have been sold by far- 
mers for a whole year, ending with 
September, 1920, at prices lower by 
14 per cent than they were in the 
preceding year. In the face of t@is 
reported decrease, the Bureau of La- 
bor Statistics shows the following in- 
creases in the cost of meat to the 
consumer from September, 1919, to 
September, 1920: Sirloin steak, 15 
per cent; round steak, 14 per cent; 
lamb, 13 per cent; rib roast, 11 per 
cent; pork chops and ham, 9 per 
cent; chuck roast, 8 per cent, and 
bacon, 2 per cent. | 
Ten Industries Drop Workers. 

A report by the Bureau on Em- 
ployment in leading manufacturing 
industries shows that 10 industries 
out of 14 dropped workers from their 
payrolls in the month from August 
to September. The number employed 
in the boot and shoe industry de- 
creased 14.4 per cent, and the 
amount of money paid employes de- 
creased 15.3 per cent. In the leath- 
er industry the decreases were re-

World Regaining Fect. 


“It is unnecessary to conclude 
that debtor nations cannot by a time 
reasonably distant discharge their 
obligations. The truth of the mat- 
ter is that we are doing too much 
of our thinking immediately upon) 
the heels of the greatest tragedy the 
world has known and that the think- 
ing of many people is naturally not 
calm and balanced and does not) 
take a sufficient number of things 
into account. This is not the first 
time the world has been in great 
trouble and if we can judge from 
history the world will get on her feet 
again and will move forward to a 
higher level. As a matter of fact, 
the world is regaining her feet even| 
while people are talking about how 
she can begin. There are evidences 
of this both at home and abroad. 
No human being can now forecast 
the direction and extent of progress 
in the next generation or two. We 
can only judge by the past and 
nothing is more amazing than the 
industrial advance of the world jn 
the generation or two preceding the 
war. You have kept track of the 
rapid progress of this country, I need 
not recite well known facts. That 
of other countries was not so great, 
but it was very notable. Between 
the eighties and the beginning of 
the war it is estimated that the 
wealth of Great Britain increased 
from less than 60 to more than 70 
billions; that of France from 41 to 
58 billions; of Italy from 12 to 22 
billions, and of Germany, according 


“The deposits in the state banks 
of three of those nations (England, 
France and Germany) increased 
from 293 to 685 millions of dollars; 
and in other financial establishments 
of three of them (England, France 
and Italy) from about six billions to 
29 billions. 


Nations Have Money Due. 


“Again, we must not overlook ths 
fact that some of these nations still 
have very large investments or debts 
due them from other nations, includ- 
ing our own. It is estimated that 
Great Britain today has investments 
or holdings against foreign peoples 
approximating $15,000,000,000, in- 
cluding over $3,000,000,000 against 
the people of this country, and that 
France has foreign investments of 
$8,000,000,000 or $10,000,000,000, 
both including loans to allies. By

international trade transactions will 
be enormous and it may be that Eu- 
ropean countries indebted to us can 
absolve their indebtedness without 
difficulties approximating those now 
apprehended. I say these things 
with due regard for the difficulties 
confronting the peoples of Europe 
today and with deep sympathy for 
them in the midst of thelr sacrifices 
and vexing tasks.” 


Secretary Houston also advocated 
a revision of the tax system with a 
view to wiping out inequalities and 
to assuring sufficient revenue, which 
he said might not be realized if the 
present system remained intact.

Government’s Financial Program. 

“The outline of the Treasury’s fi- 
nancial program given to the Bank- 
ers’ convention at Washington yes- 
terday by Secretary Houston, was 
the first comprehensive survey re- 
lating to the retirement of the float- 
ing debt. These unfunded obliga- 
tions, amounting to about $5,400,000,- 
009 of Victory notes fall due. By the 
end of the fiscal year 1922, the Sec- 
retary estimates, it should be possible 
to retire all the Treasury certificates, 
now amounting to $2,350,000,000, and 
to reduce the Victory Loan obliga- 
tion through sinking fund operations 
to the extent of perhaps half a bil- 
lion. Further reduction of these pay- 
ments, leaving, possibly only $3,000,- 
000,000 to be met at maturity. 

“Accomplishment of this program 
will depend on the collection of a 
volume of taxes sufficient to meet 
the Government's running expenses, 
with a sufficient surplus for debt 
retirements. Thus far, the Treasury's 
scheme of applying taxes to redemp- 
tion of current debt has resulted, in 
a reduction of outstanding Treasury 
bills from about $4,000,000,000 on 
Aug. 31, 1919, to the present total of 
approximately $2,.350,000,000. When 
the disturbing effects upon general 
business of an unwieldy floating 
Government debt are recalled, the 
Treasury's plan for the rapid elimina- 
tion of these obligations must be re- 
garded as one of the distinctly en- 
couraging factors in the outlook.”
